Here 
flrft the man whose work it Is to as¬ 
semble the parts inserts a bit of wire 
into the small boles at the end of the 
riba, draws them together about tbe 
main rod and puts on tbe ferrule. 

In cutting the cloth seventy-five thick¬ 
nesses nr thereabouts are arranged up¬ 
on a splitting table, at which skilled 
operators work.

Tbe covers and the frames are now 
ready to be brought together.

By far the greater number 
of umbrellas today are equipped with 
wooden bandies.
